A NOTICEABLE RELIC. 


In passing through Floral Hall we 
saw some curious surgical instru- 
ments exhibited by Doctor L. Julien 
Picot, of Littleton, They con- 
sisted of a Tourniquet, Cathetor and 
silver bullet forceps. ‘They have the 
following remarkable history, which 
we find appended: ‘* These surgical 
instruments were the property of Dr. 
Julien Picot, who served in Napo- 
leon’s wars in the capacity of full 
Surgeon. They were used by bim 
and his brother Jean on every battle 
tieldin that eventful period of French 
history from Jemappe to Waterloo, 
Thus they might be said to 
have seen the bapiism and the 
burial of French giory. Upon the 
last field the Tourniquet was adjust- 
ed by Jean Picot wiile Julien auspu- 
tuted, during the blcody scenes of 
that terrible day. I liave often seen 
the eye of the aged veteran light up 
while relating to me, fis little yrand- 
son, the glorious associations cluster- 
ing around these instruments. He 
preserved them with great care and 
attached great value to them ats he 
did to many a trophy Lrought by 
him to the New World, when the 
star of his idol had set in st. Helena, 
his death they were purchased 
bya noble gentleman, De.

A RcMOR has been current in the 
press of the State for several weeks 
to the effect that Dr. EDWARD WAR-

In refutation of the rumor, the 
Wilmington Journal, of Thursday, 
publishes a letter from Dr. WARREN, 
in which he says that he has not re- 
siened, and has no ideaof doing so. 
Dr. WAKREN has been promoted to 
be Surgeon-in-Chief of the Egyptian 
army, and for skill in saviig the life 
of the Minister of War, has been 
made a Bey by special firyicn. The 
rank of the latter station corresponds 
in dignity to the Eaglish ‘rand the 
French Couni. 

We learn this evidence of the favor 
with which our former fellow-citizen 
is regarded by the Khedive with 
great pleasure. 


The Development of the Resour- 
ces of North Carolina. 

Among the facts which have only 
recently come to the knowledge of 
the outside world, relating to our for- 
est wealth, is the occurrence of 
large areas of white pine in 
in the mountains, on both sides of 
the Blue Ridge, the general im- 
pression prevailing, that this timber 
is confined to the most Northern 
“tates of this country. One eompa- 
ny has recently entered and purchas- 
about sixty thousand acres 
timbe lone ; 


ed 


and the quantity of lumber on the 
tract which it represents has been 
estimated by foreign lumbermen at 
three and five hundred million 
feet. Several shingle mills have 
already been established here, and 
ticir manufactures may now be 
secnh at the State Fair and all over 
the State, as far as accessible by rail, 
an las far as Baltimore. The white 
oak timber of the river bottoms of 
the eastern and middle parts of the 
. uate, and the vast tracts of the same 
(imberon the slopes and spurs of the 
isountains, are attracting the atten- 
tion of foreign timber dealers for ship 
vuilding. Hickory for handles and 
spokes is already in large demand, 
and many manufacturies are at work 
in different parts of the State, whose 
products are shipped to all parts of 
the world. Dog wood and persimmon 
are also in demand for shuttles and 
other articles requiring a dense hard 
wood. The holly is exported, to some 
extent, as an ornameutal and cabinet 
wood. The walnut, wild cherry, 
maple, mahogany, (or Mountain 
Birch) and other cabinet woods,have 
been brought prominently to the at- 
tention of manufaeturers ouiside of 
the Siate, and will be in demand as 
soon as means of transportation shall 
penetrate the mountains of the west. 
A collection of about one hundred of 
our forest woods has been placed on 
exhibition in one of the leading im- 
perial museums of Europe, so_ that 
there will doubtless be a ‘emand for 
all that we have to spare »y the time 
we are able to provide t!.c means of 
getting it to market. Arid in this 
view itis fortunate that ihe moun- 
tain :egion has not been sooner pen- 
etrated by railroads and immigration 
to the destruction of its most valua- 
ble resources, which has thus been 
preserved, until the supplies of other 
regions have been exhausted. And 
in this connection may be men- 
tioned the medicinal plants of the 
mountain section which ave annu- 
ally exported to the value of hun- 
dreds ofthousands of dollars. More 
than one hundred different species 
of mative plants are exported 
and many of them in large quanti- 
‘ies and to distant parts of the world, 
and latterly distilleries have been 
creeted in the mountain region for 
‘le preparation of the medicical ex- 
‘racts on the ground, as in Caldwell, 
on John’s river, and in Mitehell. 
‘The botany of North Carolina has 
vee Worked up and reported fully 
to the world by the survey in the 
well known reports prepared by that 
cininent botanist, the late Dr. Curtis. 
/iius it is ascertained that this State 
possesses a richer flora, a greater va- 
ricty of plant wealth than any other 
State in the Union, 


THERE is need of troops in Louis- 
iana.

The Elections. 
The news from the elections in the 
North West is, indeed, most cheer- 
ing. After an animated and exciling 
canvass Ohio has been completely re- 
deemed, and records her verdict of 
condemnation against the debauched 
and profligate administration of 
GRANT, by a majority approximating 
fifteen thousand, She elects the en- 
tire Democratic State ticket, and 
sends to the lower ffouse of Congress 
a delegation composed of fourteen 
staunch Democrats and six Republi- 
cans- -a ratio of gain which if main- 
tained in the November elections, 
will secure a decided opposition ma- 
jority iv the Jiouse. 
Indiana responding to the impu'se 
in favor of a government ad minis- 
tered accordiag to law and the Con- 
stitution joins her voice to that of 
Ohio in tie demand for the reform of 
thethousand abuses that have naarked 
the conduci of ou’ governmental 
affairs since the accession of the Re- 
publican party to power. Heretofore 
Republican she now gives the Demo- 
cratic State ticket a majority more 
than ten thousand; and sends eight 
Democrats (possibly nine) and five 
Republicans to guard her interests in 
the House of Representatives. We 
say possibly nine because the latest 
reports from the first Congressional 
District render the election of HERL- 
MON, Republican, very doubtful. 
Arkansas has wheeled into line in 
the column of Democratic States; 
while lowaand Nebraska show no 
considerable change in their party 
complexions. 
These results are peculiarly grati- 
fying when the difficulties under 
which they have been achieved are 
considered. The .ntluence and the 
means of the Federal Administra- 
tion have been fully used in the ef- 
fort to secure the success of the Re- 
publican party in these States. The 
press ofthe party has been filled with 
false or exaggerated accounis of out- 
rages committed upon the negro in 
the South by the whites. The ablest 
speakers in its ranks have devoted 
their time and their talents to the 
work of fanning into flame the bad 
passions engendered by the war. In 
short every appliance known to the 
politician has been earncstly and un- 
scrupulously used, but thank God! 
truth and justice have prevailed and 
the indications of a brighter, better 
day, not only forthe South, but for 
the whole country, have come to 
gladden our hearts and awaken re- 
newed hope for thespeedy return of 
peace and prosperity.

North Caroliva, 
Was in Jeopardy 


ot His Lite in Passing Thiough 


Georgia, &c. 

The Conwention of Southern Rad- 
icals, which has been in session at 
Chattanooga, adjourned sine die on 
Wednesday evening, after having 
considered the “many grievanecs 
and ills’ which flesh is heir to, and 
particularly Southern Radiealism, 
and adopted a larre number of reso- 
lutions that looked to the betiering 
of their condition. The following 
synepsis of its closing will be found 
ot interest: 

The Committee on Resolutions re- 
ported that the Republican citizens 
of the reconstructed States make the 
following declarations : 

The report recognizes the equality 
of all men before the law and equal 
rights of all; reaftirms the Philade!- 
phia platform—egq ual righis to citi- 
zens secured by appropriate State and 
Federal legislation; endorses the 
Executive in sustaining law and 
order in all pacts of the Union, in 
putting down outrages, and especially 
endorses his action in Louisiana; de- 
nounces Outrages and arraigns the 
Democratic party of the South in sus- 
taining Kuklux and white leagues as 
directiy responsible for these out- 
rages, and endorses the Administra- 
tion in the prosecution of the perpe- 
trators of these outrages in the keueral 
courts; declares it the duty of thre 
Federal Government when a Si.ate 
Government is sought to be over- 
thrown by revolutionary action to 
interfere and give a Republican gov- 
ernment; depreeates drawing a race 
and color line, recommends the ap- 


*pointment of none but honest aud 


capable men for Federal offices, and 
the removal of all others, 

The previous question was ealled 
and sustained, and the resolutions 
adopted, ona call of States, unani- 
mously. In casting the vote of North 
Carolina, Mr. Cauady said that no 
outrages had occurred in his State for 
twelve months, aud the people were 
as safe there as in Massachisetts. 

Mr. Price, colered,of North Car- 
Olina, said he would have been mur- 
dered in passing through Georgia, but 
for his colleagues. 

Governor Davis then offered again 
a resolution asking Congress to make 
anew apportionment of represeota- 
tives of Texas, and to order a new 
election. 

This was objected to by Mr. Barrett, 
of Mississippi. He said that before 
the war the Democrats had gerry- 
manded Mississippi, butthey did not 
go to Congress about it. 

Mr. Daviss the gerrymandering 
in ‘lexas was outrageous, and the 
Democrats had declared that they 
had doneit to exclude Republicans 
from Congress. 

The previous question was called 
and the resolution declared adopted, 
against the protest of several dele- 
gates. 

H. M. Turner, of Georgia, offered 
a resolution denouncing tlie 
of the Associated Press. 

Senator Clayton said he understood 
the Associated Press agent here Was 
a Republican, but had been instruct- 
ed to employ the Democratic editor 
to report thisConvention., was 
verv singular. 

Mr. Rogers, of Arkansas, oujected 


to the resolution, as the Convention 
could not Know that the charge was 


true. 

The previous question was called 
and sustained, and the resolution 
adepted on the call of States. 

Pinchback a-ked that the Execu- 
tive Committee be appointed, which 
was done. 

Mr. West, of Louisiana, Chairman 
of the Committee on Address, re- 
ported along address, stating that a 
parallel to this Convention finds no 
precedent in the history ef this coun- 
try. Those who defended the coun- 
try were compelled to come together 
to defend themselves against its op 
ponents. The record of crime in the 
Southern country presents a sulnma- 
ry of outrages which staggers belief, 
&c., &e. 

He that looks for loyalty in the 
Democrats of the South, wiil look in 
vain. Recent events have shown 
that no Republican Government can 
be sustained at the South without 
Federal interference, until the Dem- 
ocrats learn that it is in vain to 
fight against the idea of civil and po- 
litical equality. The address com- 
plains of the charge of ce rruption 
wifde against Southern Republicans, 
and of the misrepresentations of the 
Associated Press agents, and of the 
Southern papers. ‘he address speaks 


at Jength of outrages, and declares | 


that in few instances had the Grand 
Juries indicted. A powerful press 
keeps silence, or defends the criminal 
and maligns the victim. Evil doers 
should learn that the matter does not 
end with a verdict of acquittal in the 
State courts.

The Episcopal Convention, 

New York, Oct. 15.—It is defini- 
tely ascertained from reliable sources 
that Rev. Dr. E. R. Wells was con- 
firmed as Bishop of Wisconsin In 
secret session of the Episcopal Con- 
vention yesterday. In to-day’s ses- 
sion, Welch, of Philadelphia, said 
that according to his instructions, he 
had procured a list of all the deacon- 
nesses in New York, Brooklyn and 
vicinity, which he handed to the 
Secretary. 

The following messages were Ire- 
ceived from the House of eee: 

Message No. 15, House of Bishops, 
informs the House, Clerical and Lay 
Deputies, that this House concurs 10 
the action of the House, Clerical and 
Lay Deputies, in increasing the num- 
ber of Joint Committee on prayer 
book, and reported as the Committee 
on the part of the House of Bishops. 
The Bishops of Ohio and Virginia 
were added to it. . 

The Bishop of Central New York, 
House of Bishops, informs the House 
and Deputies that it hag adopted the 
following resolutions : 

Resolved, That the House, Clerical 
and Lay Deputies, concurring that 
canon 13th of title Ist be amended by 
changing the words, ‘*Missionary 
Jurisdiction,’? whenever they occur, 
into the words ‘Missionary Dis- 
trict.”’ 

Message No. 17 of the House of 

tishops informs the House of Cleri- 
eal and Lay Deputies that it has 
adopted the following resolution : 

Resolved, The House of Clerical 
and Lay Deputies concurring, that 
section 2 of canon 11 of title 2 
amended by substituting in place of 
the words any five of the Bishops of 
this church the words five senior 
ltishops of this church, and that said 
section be further amended by ad- 
ding the! words: Provided that if a 
l}ishop applying be one of five Bish- 
ops next in seniority he shall be 
counted in his place. 

\iessages were referred to the Com- 
mittee on Canons. The House Dep- 
uiics then went into secret session 
over the eonfirmation of Bishop 
Seymour, of Illinois.

nited States Supreme Court. 

WasuINGTON, October 15.—On 
Monday next will be argued in the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
the case of Hambleton & Co. against 
Dillon. it being the suit to compel the 
sovernment to refund the tax of four 
cents per pound imposed upon cot- 
ton shipped from the iusurrectionary 
to the loyal States in 1863. Congress, 
it will be remembered, authorized 
the secretary of the Treasury to issue 
license for trade between the insur- 
rectionary and the loyal Staies at 
that time under certain resolutions, 
and among them was an imposition 
of the above tax by that officer. The 
claiman:s contend he had no right 
to collect such tax, and they bring 
suit to reeover the money. The 
amount involved in this suit is be- 
tween two and three hundred thou- 
sand dollars, but there are many 
other cases of a similar charactes in- 
volving alarge amount of money. 
Dillon was the Internal Revenue 
Collector to whom the tax was paid. 
In this case the plaintiffs are repre- 
sented by Messrs. Jordan, Lincoln 
and Evarts, and the defendants by 
Attorney General Williams and 
Solicitor General Phillips. 

Funeral of Bishop McFarland, 

New York, October 15.—The fu- 
neral of Bishop MeFarland occurred 
today in St. Patrick’s Church. 
Thirteen Bishops and a great hum- 
ber of Priests were present. The 
church was thronged with people, 
and hundreds could not gain aduiit- 
tance. Requiem mass was celebra- 
ted by Bishop Laughton, of Brook- 
lyn. Bishop Pendricker, of Provi- 
derce delivered the funeral discourse 
at 1 o'clock. The funeral procession 
ecomnprised the attending Bishops 
aud Priests, Sisters from the city 
convents, all loeal Catholic societies, 
nudast. Peter’s band, with a great 
crowd of citizens on its way to St. 
Josepl’s convent, in front of which 
1 vault had been prepared to receive 
tle body atthe grave. Miserere and 
benedicts were chanted.
